when-it ‘annexed, considerable territory. 
In 1809 it’ finally wrested the entire 


luchy with the czar as grand duke and| 
for many years his governors kept the 
pledge to the ‘Finns that their old laws 
and, liberties should be preserved, but in 
1897 a severer regime was established, 
and the duchy felt the iron hand of 
autocracy. Home rule was reestablished 
after uprisings, but 'in 1910 the Russian 
‘Duma took control of all matters affect- 
ing Russia and Finland - together. The 
grand :duchy has its diet or parliament 
which passed local laws. The chief execu- 
tive officer wals a governor-general of the 
czar, Woman suffrage prevailed, 
During the Great War after the ezarist 
revolution and the rise of Kerensky and 
just before he was driven from power the 


new diet. In November 1916 the diet 
voted for independence and civil war 
broke out between the White Guards, 
conservative in tendency, and the Red 
Guards, who inclined to Bolshevism.

The “Kalevala” is a poem of 
ancient origin, handed down from mouth| 
to mouth for centuries but in 1835 Elias 
Lennrot, a philologist gathered the parts 
together and reduced the poem to what 
is known as “Kalevala, :
